'ST. PAUL — The state supreme 


court today dismissed proceedings 
to restrain Secretary of State Jul:us 
A. Schmahl from pracing the name 
of James A. Peterson, a Minneaoo- 
lis attorney, on the republican pri- 
mary election ballot as a candidate 
for United States senator. 


The court held that the qualificn- 


tions for 
candidates for 
United 


States senator are prescribed by thj 
federal constitution. 


"Peterson is not disqualified under 


the provisions of the federal c'oniti- 
tution," the opinion said. 


The court denied the applica^'on 


of Leo K. Eaton, of Minneapolis for 
a restraining order 
which , Eaton 


sought on the ground that since Put- 
crson filed for senator he has bjsa 
convicted of violating the espionage 
law. Peterson was sentenced to four 
years at Fort'Leavenworth. He has 
announced his intention of asking 
for a new trial and it has been s&ii' 
that if his motion is denied, he wjll 
appeal the cas'e to the supreme court 
of ths United States. 


The specific charge 
upon wh'ch 


Peterson was convicted, was that he 
made public a address in which he 
r.ssailed the military system of Uio 
federal government.

J. NV Tittemore Says Thai

Attorney General Argues That 


Award of Industrial Board 


is Right 
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Working men of the state will be 


deeply interested in a decision soon 
to be handed down by the Wisconsin 
supreme court, involving compensa- 
tion to the widow of an employe, 
killed as a result of joking. 
The 


case in question is that of the New- 
port-Hydro Carbon company against 
the Industrial Commission, of Wis- 
consin and Nettie Kohn. The Indus- 
trial Commission awarded Nettie 
Kohn $3,000 for the death of her 
husband, and Judge Stevens of the 
Dane Bounty circuit court confirmed 
the award. 


"The evidence in the case is prac- 


tically undisputed," said Attorney 
General Haven in a brief just filed 
in the supreme court. 
"It appears 


that one, Pearson, a young man 20 
years old, was employed as Kohn's 
helper. - At the time of the accident 
Kohn was engaged in sawing a piece 
of conduit with a hack saw. 


Turn on Switch 


The conduit was fastened in a vise 


attached to a bench, and over the 
bench at which both Kohn and Pear- 
son were working was a cord of two 
electric wires which were used, for 
testing electrical appliances. 
When 


these wires were not in use they 
were hung on an angle iron above 
the bench. 
There was a constant 


current in them, and there was no 
switch to turn off the current. 


"It appears in evidence that on the 


day. of the accident Kohn left the 
work temporarily and walked to the 
end of the 
shop to get a drink. 


While he was gone Pearson took 
down the testing wires and placed 
them in contact with the hack saw 
and said to two of the other em- 
ployes, 'Watch the Jew get a shock.1 
Kohn returned to the bench, took 
hold of the pipe and saw, and was 
electricuted. 
There had been no 


trouble between Kohn and Pearson, 
and Pearson did not intend to do any 
harm .to Kohn, but he .wanted to. 
play a joke on him by giving "him a 
shock. 
The commission found that 


there was nothing malicious in Pear- 
son's conduct and it also appears ir. 
the testimony of Pearson that he 
played other jokes on Kohn before 
but not with the testing wire.
